The western division1 of our road runs 


through a very mountaihbus part of Virgin- 
ia and the stations are few and far between. 
About three miles from one of these sta- 
tions, the road runs through a deep gorge 
of the blue ridge, and near the centre is a 
small valley, and there,-hemmed in by the 
everlasting hills stood a small one and a 
half story cabin. The few acres that sur- 
round it were well cultivated as a garden, 
and upon the fruits thereof lived a widow 
and kev three children, by thu name of 
Qratf. They were, indeed, untutored in the 
cold charities of an. outside world. I doubt 
much if they ever saw the sunshine beyond 
their own native hills. 
In the summer 


time the children brought berries to the 
nearest station to sell, and with the inohey 
they earned they bought a few necessities of 
outside refreshment. 
The oldest of these 


children I should judge to be about twelve 
years, and the youngest about seven. 
They 


were all girls, and looked nice and clean, 
and the healthy appearance and natural 
delicacy gave them a hearty welcome.—

home and mother. I had often stopped my 
train and let them get off, having found 
them at the station, some three miles from 
hoite, after disposing of their berries.

They seemed so pleased to ride, and thank- 
ed me with, such hearty thanks, after letting 
them off near home.

Now, if'yon remember, tbo winter of '54 


was very cold in that part of the state, aud 
the snow ivas nearly three feet deep on the 
mountains.

Life Upon a Railroad. 


There is an old saying that the friendship 


of a dog is better than his ill-will, and for 
manj- years in my capacitiy as a railroad 
conductor, I have found the above to be 
true to the letter ; but mind, I am not say- 
ing that I have no enemies. I undoubted- 
ly have a few, and I don't think there is a 
man that lives that has not more or less. 
A little kindness now and then to the many 
needy ones a conductor will find almost ev- 
ery trip over his road, will not be lost, and 
he will in many cases find from his " bread 
cast upon the waters," a return four-fold. 
Yet he must use a great deal of judgment 
in bestowing his charity upon even those he 
thinks entirely worthy of such a bestowal. 
I will, in connection, relate a little incident 
by which a little kindness saved ray life and 
the lives of all the passengers on board my 
train. 


The western division of our road runs

home and niother. I had. often stopped my 
train and let then) get off, having found 
them at the station, some three miles from 
home, after disposing of their berries. 


I had children at home, and I knew their 


little feet would be tired in walking three 
miles, and therefore J felt that it would be 
the same with these fatherless little ones. 
They seemed so pleased to ride, and thank- 
ed me with such hearty thanks, after letting 
them oft' near home.

fered me tempting baskets of fruit for my
